British Physiologist Bases 
Prophecy qn _ Progress 
Made in Study of Human 
Body Cells.

GLASGOW, Sept. 12.—The pos- 


mystery of the reason of death of 
human body cells and conversely 
how to revive them when appar- 


ently they are dead was disclosed 
here last night in a lecture by 
Prof. F. G. Donnan of the Uni- 
versity College, London. 

Prof. Donnan, head of the phys- 
ical chemistry department of the 
college, was addressing the con- 
ference of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

He based his cautiously worded 
prophecy on the work of A. V. Hii, 
physiologist, of London University. 
Starting out with a description of 
cell structure, Dr. Donnan said: 

‘Histology has revealed the cell 
with its nucleus and cytolplasm as 
the parent of the fundamental unit 
of all organs and tissues of a liv- 
ing being. And what is contained 
within the membrane of the living 
cell? Here we approach the in- 
ner citadels of the mystery of life. 

True Task of Biology. 

“If we can analyze and under- 
stand this first great problem, per- 
haps the only real problem of gen- 
eral physiology will have been 
solved. A study of the nature and 
behavior of the living cell and uni- 
cellular organism is the true task 
of biology today. 

“The living cell contains the sys- 
tem known as protoplasm, though 
as yet no one can define what pro- 
toplasm is. One of the fundamen- 
tal components of this system is a 
class of chemical substance known 
as protein and type of cell in each 
species of organism contains one 
or more proteins which are pecu- 
liar to it. Other substances are 
also present, especially those mys- 
terious bodies known as enzymes 
which vitalize various chemical ac- 
tions occurring within the cell. 

“Strange to say the living cell 
contains within itself the sense of 
death, namely those so-called au- 
tolytic enzymes which are capable 
of hydrolyzing and breaking up the 
protein components of the ecto- 
plasm. So long, however, as the 
cell continues to live these autoly- 
tic enzymes do not act. 

Death Sleeps in Living Bodies. 

“What a strange thing! The har- 
pies of death sleep in every unit of 
our living bodies but as long as 
life is there their wings are bound 
and their mouths closed. There is 
a great mystery here. Deprive your 
motor car of petrol or of oxygen 
and the engine stops. Yes, but 
it does not die. It does not at 
/Once begin to go to pieces. 

“Deprive the living cell of oxy- 
gen or food and it dies and begins 
at once to go to pieces. The auto- 
lytic enzymes begin to break up 
the dead protoplasm. Why is this? 
What is cellular death? Now it 
is just here at the very gate be- 
tween life and death that Dr. Hill 
is on the eve of a discovery of as- 
tounding importance, if indeed he 
has not already made it. 

“It appears -from this work on 
non-medulated nerve cells and on 
muscle that the organized struc- 
ture of the cells is a chemo-dyna- 
mic structure which requires oxy- 
gen and therefore oxidation to pre- 
serve it. The living cell is like 
a battery which is constantly run- 
ning down and which require con- 
stant oxidation to keep it charged. 


Mystery of Life Remains. 


“It is perhaps a little premature 
at present to say how far these 
results will prove to be general. 
Personally I believe they are of 
enormous importance and general- 
ity, and for the first time in his- 
tory of science we begin perhaps 
a little dimly to understand the 
difference between life and death, 
and therefore the very meaning 
of life itself: 

“Life is a dynamic molecular 
action kept going and preserved 
by oxygen and oxidation. Death 
is the natural irreversible break- 
down of this structure, always 
present and only warded off by 
the structure preserving action of 
oxidation.” 

That was as far as Prof. Don- 
nan went in his discourse to the 
scientists in prophesying that the 
cause Of death is nearly discovered 
and that when it is completely dis- 
covered it means preventing death 
for long periods. But having cap- 
tured the imagination of his audi- 
ence, he added: 

“The mystery of life will still re- 
main. Facts and theories of sci- 
ence are more mysterious at pres- 
ent than they were in the days of 
Aristotle. Science, truly under- 
stood, is not the death but the 
birth of mystery, awe and rever- 
ence.” 

Discovery of Ultra-Germs.

Residue of Estate of George 
Warren Brown Desig- 
nated by Trustees to En- 
dow Training Department

This Is Income From $250,- 
000 in Liquid Securities 
—Remainder Tied Up in 
Real Estate and Bonds. 


Carrying out a provision of the 
will of George Warren’ Brown, 
multimillionaire shoe manufacturer 
and philanthropist, the trustees of 
his estate have given the residue 
of it, amounting potentially to 
$630,000 or more, to Washington 
University, to endow the George 
Warren Brown Department of So- 
cial Work in the School of Business 
and Public Administration. 

Mr. Brown died on Dec. 13, 1921, 
leaving the bulk of his estate, 
which was worth considerably 
more than $4,300,000, to charit- 


able, philanthropic, educational 
and religious objects. A notable 
clause of the will, stripped of tech- 
nicalities, bequeathed the residue 
in trust for five years as_ the 
George Warren Brown Fund. He 
directed that the trustees there- 
after should devote the money to 
“such benevolent purposes as in 
their opinion will constitute a fit- 
ting testimonial” for himself and 
“to some degree extend his useful- 
ness and helpfulness to others.” 

Much of the estate consisted of 
stock of the Brown,Shoe Co., of 
which the testator ®vas chairman 
of the board. \ 

The trustees were his widow, 
Mrs- Betty Bofinger Brown of 40 
Portland place; his friend and 
lawyer, William H. Davies of Clay- 
ton, and the St- Louis Union Trust 
Co., represented chiefly in this in- 
stance by Isaac H. Orr, its presi- 
dent. 

Gave $150,000 to Y. M. C. A. 

Pursuant to their trust, the 
trustees debated for years as to the 
best and most useful form of me- 
morial. Several years ago they de- 
voted $150,000 of the residuary es- 
tate to the general building fund 
of the Y. M. C. A. here, in addition 
to the $300,000 which Mr. Brown 
had willed specifically for the new 
downtown structure of the Y. M. 
Cc. A- The Post-Dispatch learned 
today that the trustees recently 
had decided that the Washington 
University social work department 
was the best object for the re- 
mainder. 

Approximately $250,000 in liquid 
securities, which will yield an es- 
timated income of $12,500 yearly, 
are available now in the _ fund, 
which has been turned over out- 
right to the university corporation 
Vacant and unimproved real estate 
with an estimated valué of $259,- 
000, mostly in St. Louis, constitutes 
a second portion of the fund; it 
will not produce income until it 
can be liquidated. The remaining 
$130,000 is tied up in securities now 
used to provide income for annui- 
ties under Mr. Brown's will; «vent- 
ually this will be available for the 
endowment. 

The fund can be used only to 
provide income for support of the 
Department of Social Work. It 
will be administered like all other 
endowments, in the hands of the 
university corporation. 

Work on Permanent Footing. 

Acting Chancellor Throop, when 
asked to explain the significance 
of the gift, said: 

“It means the work of this de- 
paftment can be placed on a per- 
manent footing, making it a valu- 
able asset to the university itself 
and to the organized charities and 
social work of the community. 
Those forces have helped us start 
the school and we are glad to be in 
a position to assure them of its 
continuance. 

“Three years ago, a group of St. 
Louisans headed by J. Lionberger 
Davis decide that a great lack here 
was a place where social workers 
could be trained, instead of going 
to the expense of bringing in 
strangers. 
a year for three years to help the 
university start the department, it 
being understood that some at- 
tempt would be made at the end 
of that period to see it continued.

Hoover received the woman's 
party delegation in the spacious 
ballroom on the second floor of his 
general headquarters, and listened 
to pleas for a constitutional amend- 
ment, he said:

I have the ut- 
most sympathy for you in your 
problems and [I have asked some 
of my friends qualified to pene- 
trate the mazes of this problem 
to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the effect of such an 
améndment as you propose. 

There are on the statute books 
of all states a mass of legislation 
designed primarily for the bene- 
fit of women and children. I 
would hesitate to say without a 
thorough and exhaustive study 
that al] of these should be 
brushed aside with one sweep ef 
the hand. 

Wants to Get Facts First. 

I want to be honest with you. 
I do not know of anything’ more 
serious for any public man thgn 
to pledge himself to a change 
of the Constitution. I am not 
going to pledge myself until I 
have exhausted my information 
on the subject. If I find to my 
satisfaction that this is necessary 
to obtain equality of opportunity, 
I will be with you. 

I could not be more frank with 
you and I hope you will receifre 
this in the spirit in which it is 
given.

Peckham, $100. 


Behind this line, in Rabbi Leon 
Harrison's will, lies the story of his 
long and devoted friendship for a 
blind, bedridden invalid. 


For nearly 30 years, Dr. Harri- 
son found inspiration and courage 
in beholding the spirit with which 
the sorely afflicted man faced life. 
And in return, he took to the Peck- 
ham home, in visits which were 
sometimes as frequent as three 
times a day, the cheer of his phi- 
losophy, and the insight of his pro- 
found views of the world’s events. 

Peckham, who lives at 5635 Wa- 
terman avenue, lost his sight 36 
years ago. A few years later, pa- 
ralysis made him unable to walk. 
For 28 years he has been confined 
to his bed, and often has been 
racked by .ain. He ig 78 years 
old, having been 11 years the sen- 
ior of Dr. Harrison. He and his 
wife are in comfortable financial | 
circumstances. 

Friendship Began in 90s. 

The acquaintance began soon 
after the young rabbi came to St. 
Louis in the ’$0s. It became a close 
personal association when the blind 
man could no longer be led to Tem- 
ple Israel to hear his friend speak.

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.——Washing- 
ton Park race track, the home of 
the American Derby, will operate 
next year under new owners, the 
American Turf Association having 
purchased the plant from the IIli- 
nois Jockey Club. 

The plant will be rekuilt, accord- 
ing to Col.. Matt Winn, head of the 
American Turf Association, and the 
American Derby, which was run 
at Arlington Park this year, will 
be brought back home on a late 
spring or early summer meeting 
date. 

Washington Park, though but 
three years old, hus been through 
some stormy vicissitudes.

Faces and Hands of Actors 
Made Plainly Visible and 
Voices Audible by New 
Device. 


TWO TESTS PROVE 
TO BE SUCCESSFUL 


Camera Outfit Sondiete of 


Three Cabinets, Scanning 
Disc and Amplifying 
Unit.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Sept. 12.

'before engineers and newspaper 
men in the studio of WGY, General 
Electric broadcasting station of the 
city. The drama was sent out at 
10:30 a. m. and again at 11:30 p. 
m. on three wave lengths. Sev-ral 
receivers, one of which was four 
miles from the studio picked up 
the broadcast. 

Tho one-act play, “The Queen’s 
Messenger,” written by J. Hurtley 
Manners 30 years ago, was boroad- 
The television version was 
the same in every respect as the 
stage offering, but many new pruob- 
lems_in dramatic technique were 
encountered. Three cameras were 
used, one for each of two chavac- 
ters and the third for recording 
properties and other visual effects. 

Limitations made necessary by 
the present development of the new 
device makes it possible to briad- 
cast only the heads of the cctors. 
This deficiency in action was cared 
for in a special adaptation py Mor- 
timer Steart, producer and director 
of radio plays from WGY, who ar- 
ranged for the transmission of 
hands and small stage properties 
such as a revolver, keys, a ring and 
a vessel of wine. 

Description of Apparatus. 

The three units of the camera 
outfit consisted of a cabinet with 
a 24-hole scanning disc and a 1000- 
watt lamp as a light source and 
two smaller cabinets each contain- 
ing a photo-electric tube and am- 
plifying unit. Through the whirl- 
ing holes of the disc poured the 
light of the lamp, flooding the face 
of the subject. The actor kept in 
focus of the photo-electric cell, 
which picked up the play of light 
and shadow across the’ subject's 
face and transmitted them into 
electric impulses. 

The impulses, passed through the 
amplifier, were carried by wire to 
the company’s experimental _ sta- 
tion, three miles away, and broad- 
cast on a wave length of 379.5 me- 
ters. 

The radio receiver in the labora- 
tory picked up the impulses, passed 
them through amplifiers, converted 
them into light waves through the 
use of Neon tubes and registered 
them on the _ receiving screen 
through the scanning disc. 

Upon the perfect synchronization 
of the scanning discs in the trans- 
mitting and receiving sets depend- 
ed the clarity of the image. 

The second and larger television 
apparatus demonstrated projected 
its reproductions onto aie cloth 
screen in the manner of motiop 
pictures. The images so produced 
measure more than a foot across 
as against the few inches of the 
smaller receiving outfit. The pri- 
mary difference between the larger 
unit and that used in television 
broadcast is in the scanning disc, 
engineers explaining that the scan- 
ning disc of the larger machine has 
48 holes to the inch, while that of 
the broadcast apparatus has but 
24. ‘ 

A prelude to the play was given 
by a radio announcer, the char- 
acters then being presented and 
the drama started. An electric 
torch playing across a door made 
up the opening scene. Then across 
the screen a hand appeared to in- 
sert a key and, with this scene fad- 
ing out, the face and voice of the 
first character came to the audi- 
ence. 

The director turned to the tricks 
of the motion picture studio in 
presenting his drama. To avoid 
sharp and confusing changes of 
faces and “scenes,” the “fade-out” 
and “fade-in” common to the mo- 
tion picture was used. The actor's 
mental and visual impression of 
dizziness was conveyed to the 
audience through the wobbling of 
the directors contro! knob, sending 
the image on a waving path across 
the screen, while the actor's voice 
became thick and husky. 

Skin Shaded and Blended. 


The skin was shaded and blended 
to remove the shine. It*was found 
that diamonds or other bright 
stones could not be used in hands, 
as they produced a disturbing glare.

HOOVER MEETS 
HIM AT TRAIN 


Secretary of War Davis Also 


at Union Station—Nom- 
inee Photographed With 
Chief Executive. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12..—Pres- 
ident Coolidge returned from his 
Brule, Wis., vacation this morning 
and within 15 minutes after his 
train arrived he had gone to work 
at his desk, the first business being 
a conference with Secretary Kel- 
logg. 

Kellogg was among the Cabinet 
members who welcomed Mr. Cool 
ijidge back to the capital. The rres- 
ident was anxious io obtain from 
his Secretary of State, only rece.t- 
ly returned from Europe, all de- 
tails as to the impression created 
in Europe by the anti-war trcety 
and also to obtain Kellogg's ideas 
regarding the much-dis“ussed 
Franco-British naval agreement. 

On reaching the White Hovse, 
Mr. Coolidge left to Mrs. Cyolidge 
the task of insepecting their home 
and looking over the improvemerts 
made during their absence. He, 
hardly pausing, went immediately 
to his offices, where he found pa- 
pers stacked high on his d2sk. He 
glanced briefly through thes2 be- 
fore making a round of the offices 
and greeting members of the exec- 
utive staff. 

Hoover Mects President. 

Following a custom he always 
Observed while Commerce Secre- 
tary, Herbert Hoover, the Republi- 
can presidential candidate, went to 
the Station with Mrs. Hoover and! 
Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, to 
greet Mr. Coolidge, arriving a 
quarter of an hour before the 
presidential train. They remained 
in the President's room until train 
time, and were joined there by the 
Secretary and Mrs. Kellogg, Attor- 
ney-General Sargent and Dwight 
Davis, Secretary of War. Kellogg 
was the first to greet the President. 

Mr. Coolidge, bronzed from his 
stay on the Brule River, smiled 
broadly as he shook hands with 
each member of the welcoming 
group, Hoover being the second 
one he greeted. The candidate and 
the President had time for only a 
handshake and a word or two. 

Mrs. Coolidge received the Cabi- 
net ladies cordially, exclaiming 
Over each one as she shook hands. 
She and Mrs. Hoover chatted for 
a moment or two. before the party 
moved on to the President’s room. 
Secretary Wilbur and _ Secretary 
Whiting, who were tardy arrivals, 
shook hands with the President on 
the way. There was a small crowd 
in the big concourse and it vigor- 
ously applauded Mr. Coolidge who 
doffed his gray fedora hat in re- 
sponse. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hoover walked well 
behind the chief executive but the 
President beckoned the candidate 
forward when the photographers 
halted the party at the front of the 
Station. Passing through the 
cheering crowd of several hundred 
outside the station, the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge drove directly to 
the White House.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.--An 
accounting of Democratic Nation- 
al Committee finances from June 1 
to Sept. 1, filed yesterday with the 
clerk of the House in accordance 
with the law, showed total receipts 
of $681,295 and disbursements of 
$460,479 for the period. 
The receipts included $616,500 
contributed on behalf of Gov. 
Smith’s candidacy, with each sub- 
scription of over $100 itemized as 
previously published in New York, 
Every disbursement was listed, 
and this showed what sums had 
either been advanced or contrib- 
uted outright to branches of the 
party organization outside New 
York, to facilitate the Democratic 
campaign in the respective sec- 
tions. 

$25,000 Sent to St. Louis. 

The following totals were in- 
cluded: $25,000 to the central re- 
gional headquarters at St. Louis; 
$20,500 into Massachusetts; $19,- 
000 each into California, Utah, Ok- 
lahoma and Kentucky: $7500 into 
New Mexico; $6000 into Maine; 
$5000 each into Alabama, Indiana, 
ebraska and Nevada; $2500 into 
North Dakota; and $2000 into 
Washington. 

The report, submitted by James 
W. Gerard, treasurer of the com- 
mittee, also showed contributions 
of $3500 to the office maintenance 
in the capital, and of $2000 to the 
party congressional campaign 
committee.

RAILROADS AND THE UPPER RIVER 


It was only after a long and determined battle that 
the railroads on the lower Mississippi were forced to 
make joint rates with the Federal barge line. Except 
for complete articulation with the rail carriers there 
can be no river traffic, and this has been from its in- 
ception the justification of the Federal operation on 
the lower river. Only the United States Government, 
backed by Céngress, could compel the railroads to 
accept such a rate structure as that which makes pos- 
sible the great tows between St. Louis and New Or- 
leans. The principal item of that tonnage on the 
southbound trip is grain. That grain comes into St. 
Louis by rail. If the rail charges are exorbitant, the 
barges are deprived of profit. On the upbound trips 
the principal items are sisal and sugar. These go 
chiefly to Chicago. A fair division of the carrying 
charges is essential to the river operation, This is 
the touchstone of river transportation. 

In extending the barge line to the upper river Con- 

gress foresaw that this same battle with the rail- 
roads would have to be fought. Indeed, the situation 
was worse. Some of the Southern railroads, such as 
the Illinois Central, have never fought the barge line 
on the lower river very hard. They realized that to 
make an important port of New Orleans would be to 
divert freights from the great east and west lines and 
restore to the north and south lines some part of 
what they lost when the gulf ports declined. This is 
not true of the northern railroads. They are all, or 
virtually all, engaged in east and west traffic. The 
freight diversion which would follow a revival of 
river traffic to the Twin Cities is not to them a pleas- 
ing prospect. Unfortunately, there is not among them 
today a James J. Hill, whose vision foresees that 
there will very soon be more freight in the Missis- 
sippi Valley than all the railroads and all the barges 
can carry. 
Therefore, they are down before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission trying to delay the mandate 
of the Denison bill making it possible for the upper 
river immediately to gain what it took so long to win 
between St. Louis and New Orleans. Cleveland 
A. Newton, who is happily continuing as a private 
citizen the effective work for the river which he did 
as a Congressman, thinks if the commission sets this 
mandate aside it will take the upper river three years 
to achieve joint water and rail rates. Commissioner 
Campbell, who has been hearing arguments on the 
question this week, believes the matter of sufficient 
importance to refer it to the whole commission. 
There is no doubt of its importance. Neither can 
there be any doubt that the railroads are fighting a 
losing battle. They may win delay, but Congress long 
ago made up its mind upon this subject of the inland 
waterways. If the Denison bill is not interpreted to 
mean what its author meant, one of the first duties 
of Congress when it meets in December should be to 
pass a bill the meaning of which cannot be ques- 
tioned. 
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THE AIR DERBY. 

Because it included the lower powered airplanes— 
the ships eventually to be used by the private owner 
—Class A of the transcontinental air derby, which 
ended Tuesday at Los Angeles was of particular pub- 
lic interest. It went without saying _that the higher 
powered airplanes would have no trouble in crossing 
the country. The real question was: How will the 
small planes stand up? 

It is particularly gratifying, therefore, that of 32 
small planes that started in the race, 21 completed 
the 2900-mile flight from ocean to ocean. It is also 
worthy of note that all but one or two of the ships 
that dropped out were equipped with war-time mo- 
tors, now more than 10 years old. The new produc- 
tion engines, the products of the commercial engine- 
builders’ art, functioned almost with 100-per-cent effi- 
ciency. 
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MERAMEC STATE PARK. 
Statistics aren't always cold. There was the whole 
warmth of the Ozarks contained in the figures print- 
ed the other day concerning the newly dedicated 
Meramec State Park. They indicated graphically 
how great a boon to St. Louis that woodland reserva- 
tion is and will be in the future. They did it by 
a contrast. 
Forest Park, in St. Louis, cost $849,058 for 1380 
acres 54 years ago. It was thought then to be too 
far away from the people, and the acquisition was 
denounced by some as a folly. That was the horse 
and buggy age. Trolley cars and motor cars came 
along and made Forest Park handy to everybody. 
The community has grown far beyond it, particularly 
in the direction of the pleasant Meramec River. 
Now we are in the automobile and airplane age. 
Meramec Park, which cost $110,859 for 6899 acres, is 
no farther away, in point of time, from many resi- 
dents now than Forest Park was at first. Seventy- 
three miles néw are in most respects no more than | 
six miles were then. Forest Park, once a woodland. 
now Is rightfully a space of lawns and flowers and 
recreational and cultura? facilities like the Art 
Museum, the Municipal Theater, the zoo, the golf 
links and the tennis courts. 
It is to Meramec Park that we must hie ourselves 
for the beauties of nature unadorned, the glory of 
Ozark hillsides and the mystery of ancient caves. 
There rock and tree and stream unite in scenes of 
primitive grandeur. St. Louis is fortunate indeed 
to have this playground at its door.

CRIME AND SCANDAL NEWS. 


It is well known that every man considers himself 
an authority on two lines of business—his own and 
the newspaper business, Newspaper workers seldom 
resent this; on the contrary, most of them are 
amused at the solemn assurance with which the 
peg the baker or the candlestick maker proceeds 
o tell them how the newspapers should be run. It is 
not strange that these self-elected authorities should 
occasionally make mistakes. The commonest of 
these, and the one possessing the greatest degree of 
error, is implied in the oft-heard statement that the 
newspapers print too much news of crime and 
scandal. 

An interesting piece of research on this subject 
recently was conducted by Dean Allen of the Ore- 
gon University School of Journalism. First he took 
a@ public poll to ascertain the prevailing belief as to 
the volume of such news. The average of the esti- 
mates contained in the answers showed that the aver- 
age reader is under the impression that 28.5 per cent 
of the news in the dally papers is devoted to crime 
and scandal. Then he took 95 representative daily

newspapers, including the Post-Dispatch, selecting the | 


|}copies at random, and actually measured the news. 
The percentage which was found to be devoted to 
crime and scandal—which we will give in the next 
sentence—did not surprise newspapermen, but it will 
(surprise the average reader. It was 1.4 per cent. 
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“AS MAINE GOES ——” - 

If there is anything in the tradition that “As Maine 
goes so goes the country” Gov. Smith is in for a ter- 
rible beatfng. Maine has gone Republican by more 
than 84,000, a record majority. 

No Democratic comfort can be extracted from this 
result, per se, nor can any encouragement be gleaned 
by comparing the figures of Monday's election with 
those of previous contests. 

In 1924 Brewster was elected by 36,655 over his 
Democratic opponent, Pattangall, and Senator Fer- 
nald defeated the Democratic nominee, Redman, by 
52,355. It is to be noted, too, that Pattangall, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor in 1924, who at- 
tracted attention in the Democratic convention of 
that year by his upstanding opposition to the forces 
of intolerance, is this year a Hoover supporter. 

In 1920 Maine gave Parkhurst, the Republican can- 
didate for Governor, a majority of 65,116 over the 
Democrat, McIntyre. f 

The Maine tradition, statistically, is that if the 
Republican majority falls below 25,000 it is a moral 
defeat for the party and a harbinger of a national 
Democratic victory in November. How reliable a 
barometer it is may be debatable. However, the vote 
of 1916 would indicate that coming events do cast 
their shadow, for in that year the Republican candi- 
date for Governor won by a scant margin of 13,830 
and Senator Hale by a still scantier 10,274. 

Of local conditions that may have contributed to 
Monday’s landslide, the exceptional strength or weak- 
ness of the candidates, the energy or want of it, with 
which the battle may have been waged, we are only 
vaguely informed. But it were absurd to try to read 
any especial significance into those factors. The 
plain truth is that Maine is Republican, by its most 
decisive verdict; Maine is dry, and Maine is anti- 
Smith.

Col. Herman Hall, wartime com- 
mander of St. Louis selective serv- 
ice men overseas, died on the gotf 
links of: heat prostration near his 
home at Sierra Madre, Cal., last 
Thursday, aceording to word that 


has reached St. Louis acquaint- 
ances. His funeral was held Mon- 
day. 


As a Brigadier-General, he com- 
manded the 177th Brigade, of 
which the 354th Infantry, of the 
Eighty-ninth Division, was a part. 
The 354th was the regiment con- 
taining the largest number of St. 
Louis selective service men. 

Col. Hall was 63 years old, and 
rwas a West Point graduate, in the 
class of 1887. He was a son ofthe 
late Dr. George W. Hall, who re- 
sided in St. Louis for more than 
30 years before his death in 1908, 
his home being at .1209 North 
Grand boulevard. 

When the United States entered 
the World War, Col. Hall was sum- 
moned from the Philippines, where 
he was serving as Chief of Con- 
stabulary. He was, sent to France 
in August, 1918, and was assigned 
to the brigade command, which h2 
held tnrfush the war. He was at 
the Army War College, Washing- 
ton, until June, 1922. when he was 
assigned to Jefferson Barracks as 
commandant of the Sixth Infantry. 
He requested retirement before the 
time for taking the barracks cojn- 
mard, and he went to Ca.ifornia, 
where he lad since lived. 

He died on the links of the Pasa- 
dena *Country Club. while play'‘ng 
golf with his West Point classmate, 
brigadier-General Charles 8. Farns-

Drainage and Levee Taxes. 

During this period of agricultu- 
ral distress when the farmer's in- 
vestment is not producing a profit 
to him, drainage and’ levee taxes 
are providing a burden sometimes 
amounting to confiscation.

STREET CORNERS 


Safety Council Secretary 
Warns Both Drivers and 
Pedestrians to Exercise 
Greater Care. 


125 MOTOR DEATHS 
SO FAR THIS YEAR 


93 of These Were Persons 
Afoot and 56 Were Cross- 
ing Thoroughfares at In- 
tersections. 


A warning to pedestrians to exert 
greater care and watchfulness in 
crossing streets and a plea to mo- 
torists that they keep their auto- 
mobiles always in control atstreet 
intersections was issued today by 
Girard C. Varnum, secretary-man- 
ager of the St. Louis Safety Coun- 
cil with an analysis of the 125 mo- 
tor vehicle fatalities in the city to 
date this year. 

Varnum’s figures show that 93, 
or 74 per cent of those killed were 
pedestrians, and that 56 pedestri- 
ans were killed at street corners. 

“The seriousness of the accident 
problem at street corners is em- 
phasized by the fact that 44 adults 
and 12 child pedestrians were 
killed at street corners and that 78, 
or 62 per cent of all traffic fatali- 
ties occurred at street corners,” 


Varnum declared. 

Emergency Control Essential. 

“It behooves all drivers to have 
their cars under emergency control 
when crossing intersecting streets. 
It is apparent that few motorists 
realize the fact that when they are 
traveling at a speed of 25 miles an 
hour they are traveling 37% feet 
a second. If every driver realized 
that, the brakes of an automobile 
would be used more frequently in 
driving about the city. Too many 
drivers think they can stop their 
car within its length at a fairly 
fast pace, but experience will prove 
to them that this is a mistaken 
idea. Four wheel brakes make it 
easier for a driver to stop his car 
but too much dependence must not 
be placed on brakes. 

“Another complicating situation 
is the slowness of reaction time of 
many drivers when emergencies 
arise. If a driver is traveling ata 
speed of 25 miles an hour and does 
not have his mind intent upon his 
driving he may be a second slow 
in reacting to an emergency. In 
that second’s time his car will have 
traveled 371% feet before he even 


| Starts to step on the brake. 


Then 


|an additional 58 feet is required 


before the car is brought to a 
complete stop even if the brakes 
are in perfect condition. Thus from 
the time the driver first saw the 
emergency until the car was 
stopped the car had traveled 95% 
feet. 

“The average speed at which a 
pedestrian walks is about four 
miles an hour. One attempting tu 
cross a street, in looking to the ieft 
before doing so and observing a 
car about 165 feet away, does not 
realize that this car, if traveling at 
a speed of.25 miles an hour, would 
cover the distance between the car 
and the intersection in four and 
one-half seconds. During this time 
the pedestrian walking at the reg- 
ular rate of speed would cover only 
26 2-5 feet or about two-thirds of 


the way across an extremely nar- 
row stre:t 36 feet wide. 
Guesswork Dangerous. 

“One of the worst parts of the 
problem is that many drivers and 
pedestrians do not realize the dis- 
tance which is covered by a ma- 
chine traveling at such a speed. 
Pedestrians in observing machines 
nearly a block away start leisurely 
across the street and before they 
have gotten far will become 
alarmed at the rapid approach of 
the machine. Jn meny cases they 
lose their presence of mind and 
instead of continuing on across the 
street turn back in the hope of 
reaching safety on the curb from 
which they startcd. Drivers should 
slow up and drive caucivusiy across 
street intersections and not de- 
pend upon guesswork as to what 
the pedestrian is going to do. If 
drivers had their cars under con- 


trol so they can be brought to a 
stop many accidents would be 


| avoided. 
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“It is manifestly unfair to place 
the blame for all traffic deaths on 
the drivers of automobiles. Pedes- | 
trians should realize that they can 
control their own actions far easier 
than drivers can control their cars. 
It does seem fair, however, that 
drivers should give pedestrians the 


‘right to cross the street in safety 
at street corners where they should 


be accorded every protection.” 
The analysis shows that 78 of the 
125 fatalities occurred at corners, 
43 between corners, two in alleys. 
one on the Free Bridge, and one 
in Forest Park; 26 of the total 
killed were children under 16 years 
of age and 12 of these were killed 
at street corners; 44 of the adult

You may get “a cold” or influenza, 
or grippe, which may break down 
these barriers. Pneumonia is the 


result. This'may happen at any 
time in the year. 

When you get pneumonia you 
need a doctor and you need him 
quick. — 

Pneumonia is essentially the 
doctor’s province; nobody can 


treat himself or be nursed haphaz- 
ard if he has pneumgnia. On the 
other hand, there are few diseases 
‘in which the doctor depends s0 
greatly upon the nurse and where 
the ultimate issue is so intimately 
related to the attitude taken by 
those who look after the patient. 


In the first place, pneumonia 
must be recognized early; it is a 
fatal mistake to work with it 
even for a day and it is far better 
to recognize the condition frankly 
than to be terrified of admitting it. 
A severe chill is the usual fore- 
runner of an attack, and it is at 
this stage that much may be done 
to abort the trouble. A hot mus- 
tard bath and a mustard poultice 
to the chest is an excellent pre- 
liminary to retiring to bed with 
a bowl of gruel. After this there 
*hould be no more food for 24 
hours except hot water or milk 
and water. A dose of calomel and 
a saline is the purge of choice, if 
by any chance the doctor cannot 
come that night. 


Patient’s relatives are apt to 
worry for “vaccines” and should 
understand that these are useless 


after the first few days, but should 
be employed within the first 48 
hours. 

The patient should have the 
best room in the house, with air 
space of at least 2000 cubic feet.
